Fligsimmons and Captain Glorl, hin mana-
gor, with a company of enthusinstic parti-
mane from Philadelphin and Newark, were
the frst to reach the rendezvous, Seon W.
A. Bridy, Corbett's mansger, appeared, but
Corbetl wis slow in putting in his sppoar-
ance. When bhoe did arrive he walked Im-
mediately over to the table at which “Fita™
was seated and, after removing his over-

sald:

“SWell, Fitz, I am hers to make n mateh.'”

“That s what [ am here for,"” replied
Fitestmmons, deflantly, Then turning to his
manager, Captaln Glorl, he Introduced him
to Corbett, and =atd: “My monager will be
my spokesman on this occasion.”

Capiain Glorl then sat dewn at the table
facing Corbett, and Fitzsimmons stood be-
tween them. The fAret word Corbelt sald
wWar, “Where Ia your money ™"

Clorl rephled; ““Here ks 51,000 te bind »
maleh."

Corbott immediptely pulled out a roll of
ten $1.000 bills and placing them on the table

sald: “You people have been talking about
$10000 a side. There 8 my money; cover

MURDERED FoRE TREIR MONEY.

Two Laborers Assauited aud Hilled in Their
Own Home.

ORABS VALLEY, Cal, Oct. 11.—A terrible
murder, the mative of which was robbery,

General Schofigld Gjves in Detail the Work
o I.he':l’m Year.

ADVOCATES ﬁuj'mcms: IN NUMBZRS

Bases His Bellef of the Neea of Mors Men
on the Oecurreboos During the Strike—

WASHINGTON, Oet. 11.—Major Ceneral
Schofield has made to the secretary of war
hia report on the operations of the wrmy dur-
Ing the past year. General Schofield, who
hns been at the head of the army sines the
retiremant of Genera)l Bheridan, announces
his retirement next year. The report is prin-
clpally devoted to a discossion of the neces-
sity for strengtheaing the military arm of
the government to cope with Interna-
tional disorder as woll as possible danger

from without, particular reference being mude
to the Doba strike,

“"During & large part of the year,” the re-
part says, ‘‘the army has been employed in
tho suppression of domestie violence which
took the form In many cases of forcible re-
sistance to the excoution of the lawe of the
United States, selaure or destruction of prop-
arty under the care of United States ofMcers,
and open deflance of national authority. These
disorders, at Arst local In thelr character,
spread st length to about one-half In pumber
and twosthirds In area of all the stntes and
territories, excluding Alawka, So widespread
and formidable an Insurrection called for the
vigorous action dictated by the president.

“AL the ¢ity of Chicago resistance to law
assumed such formidable proportions that it
was necessary (o coneentriate al the place
nearly all the army forces Lhat eould be
made avallable from all parts of the country,
while on the Pacific coast the navy depart-
ment piaced at the disposal of the department
commander. the naval and marine forces
it the Mare [Island mavy yard and
those forces rendered valualde services, The
responsible dutles thus devolving upon the
drmy department commanders ware per-
formed by them and the troops under their
tommand In the most satisfactory manner.
The insurrection was promptly suppressed
without any unnecessary saerifiee of Hte in
any oase.
ACTION OF THE TROOPS COMMENDED.

“The prompt and vigorous action of the
troops in &l cases, and the great forbearsnce
maniferted by them when subjected to all
sorts of Insults and indignities, desigued to
provoke retalintion, were worthy of the very
highest commendation. It illustrated in a
most gtriking manner the great wvalue to a
government of a well disciplined force at all
times subject to the orders of that govern-
ment for the enforcement of the falthiul exe-
aution of it laws.

“It would seem unnesessary (o point oul the
fact that any foree like the militia of a state,
or the polliee of a eity, acting primarily under
another authority, though highly esMecient in
their appropriaty. servics, cannot be made a
rellable instrumant for the prompt and effect-
Ive exeoutlon of the laws of the United
Stutes. Manifestly pvery government should

have an adequate force of Wts own far the |

axecutlon of s own laws: no less than the
Judielal executiye officers necessary for the
HAME [UFpose,

“The country is now for the frst time
aquarely confronfed with the necessity of
making adequale provisions, not . enly for
defensa agalnst any possible forsign -
gressfun, but algo for defense ggainst. do-
mestle viclence fn the form of forcible re-
sistance to the Taws of the United Stutes.
A just estimate of those means of defense
require considefation of the vast extent of
the United Statgs and the grest amount
of property widely Mspersed throgghont this
territory, elther  belonging to the United
Stutes or in such ‘cdndltion as to be under
the protection of the national government.
When these (Gote Xre duly consldersd it
becomes manifest that the presént stremgth
of the atmy I ot adequate to "the per-
formance of the wervice which may at any
time be required. It f&8 certainly manifest
that the present condition of the eblintry,
with a population of nearly 70,000,000 under
the danger of disorder now known to exist,
cunnot be met by the sgme forge that was
deemed adequate twenty-five years uq'n. when
the population of the country was l¢ss than
half its present amount and Jdomedtic vio-
lence was not apprehended. One man to
fourteen uare miles of territory, or one
man to 2,800 of population, s surely o very
small guard to protect property and prevent
violation of law, leaving out of Tonalderation
the force necessary to guard ¢ extended
sen const against sudden attack by a forelgn
enemy. It Is also worthy of remark that
more than once in (he last supmer an in-
furfated mob in a single clty was twice as
formidable in number and capable of dolng
vastly greater Injury to lfe and property
than the most formidable combination of In-

iiun . warriors that ever confréhted IE-
army in this country. In a few words, the
army has been recently required to deal

with an army far more numerous and dan-
gerods to the country than any savage enémy
which it has heretofore been called upon to
meet.
ARMY SHOULD BE INCREASED.

"“The effective strength of the afmy should
be congiderably Increased. This can be done
at a very small comparative Incredase in
cost. The present regimental orgunizations
need not be largely Increased. Two addi-
tional regiments of artillery for the neces-
sary sea coast defense; two additional regi-
ments to patrel the long lines of railroad
under government protectioh apd the pres-
ent twenty-five regiments of infantry, con-
vertad Into thres battalion organizations,
would, it {s belleved, be a just, conservative
eatimate of what Is now actually needed.
For this the existing number of commniis-
sionad offficers s nearly sufficlent, But a
considerable permanent Incresage in the en-
listed strength of the army should Le made,
and a wstill further increase authorized to
be made by the president, when In his Jjudg-
ment an emergency requiring it may res-
sonably be forseen. It s not a good mili-
tary system In which the exe¢utive has no
authority whatever (o [ncrease the cffective
strength of the army I time of need, but
must await the slow process of leglsluocion
for that purpose, Wise forethought, In ap-
parent antleipation of such conditions o=
thoss which have confronted the governm:oal
during the last year, dictated several years
ago the establishment under authority of
congress, of large military posts near the
great business and raflway centers of the
country. Several of thes¢ large posts are
now in condition 4 be occupied by troops,
while others aré!de ‘procesd of construction
and a few other Yare stlll demunded, for
which It is preshunisd congress will in due
time make the yecedsury appropriations.

“In respect to e mMilitary necessities which
may possibly arlse# edt of the conflict with a
foreign power, W hd& for many years scenied
Impossibile to imisress’ upon the pegple of the
United States I8 ‘geueral the view enter-
talped by all thoughtful milltary students,
The condition of €hs pmblic mind sinee 1861-85
has been that “8ff confident invinelbllity
against any possible’ forelgn attack. It Is
therafore a simpléduty to point to the great
military lesson Which is now being taught
to the entire wosld.
LESSONS OF JAPANESE-CHINESE WAR.
